secret organizations in high 
school 
were requested to gather in Principal 
lh l l Tyner’s office for a conference 
with the school officials. 
The order of the board was made 
a t a meeting this morning. The d ras­ 
tic 
step was taken because it has 
been learned that members o f the 
three fraternities in the high school 
here violated the pledge they signed 
last year. 
According to that agree­ 
ment, no high school student was To 
In* connected with a secret organiza­ 
tion after March 
fifteenth. 
They 
were allowed some time to >ever their 
connections wit Ii the fraternities. 
J. T. Arbuckle, 
president of 
the 
school hoard, 
said this* afternoon 
that the decision had been reached 
because it had 
been 
learned that 
members of the fraternity had not 
lived up to the agreement. He said it 
had been discovered that not only did 
some of the members in high school 
remain in the fraternity, but that new 
members from the high school stu ­ 
dent body had been taken in since the 
d ate set for the severance of rela­ 


t i o n s between high school pupils and 
fraternities. 
Prof. (I D. Tyner, principal of the 
high school read the 
order 
of the 
>cho* I hoard in the presence o f the 
members of tile board and the sixteen 
boys and “ills who were -usj>eiided. 
Prof. Tyner said 
that lie under­ 


s t o o d tiiat tile sixteen students were 
to Im* excluded from the high school 
until they showed, satisfactorily to 
the hoard, that they no longer be­ 
longed to any high school fraternity. 
M hat disposition

the lo>oid came as a distinct surprise 
i- M ieved to Im* the ca>e. 
It is said 
that the members of fraternities iii 
the high school felt secure in their 
position, now that school had opened 
and everything was 
running 
along 
smoothly. 
It is understood that they 
felt even more secure from the fact 
at the opening of Ibis year of school, 
they were given 
cards to sign 
iii 
which they asserted that they were 
not members of any fraternity. 
When the members of 
the school 
board learned that 
new 
members, 


s t u d e n t s of the high school, were be­ 
ing taken into the fraternities, they 
suspected that the pact was not he­ 
ir, g kept by the high 
school pupils. 
Their investigation caused them to 
learn that sixteen high school stu- 
dents were just as much members of 
the fraternities as they ever were. 
Inasmuch as there is a law in Indi­ 
ana in which it is provided that no 
high school pupil shall belong to a 
fraternity or any secret organization, 
in the student body, the board set 
about to enforce it.

FEUDISTS ARMED 
AWAIT THE WORD 


The Boyces and His Sneeds 


Keeping Calm. 


SUVER CLAIMS JUSTIFICATION 


Millionaire Texan In Cell Gives Out 
Word That When He Produces Evi­ 
dence That Boyce Was Preparing a 
Second Time to Take His Wife From 
Him, Both the Jury and the Public 
Will Acquit Him. 


Amarillo, Tex., Sept. IT.—Late yes­ 
terday a ‘terno;n in the Potter county 
jail, John Ileal Sneed, who shot and 
killed Al Boyce on the street here Sat­ 
urday afternoon, broke his silence. His 
statem ent was made just as the funer­ 
al of joung Boyce was being held. 
Sneed, between cigarettes, calmly de­ 
clared : 
“There is no use in me discussing 
the shooting itself. The public knows 
all about that. When my trial for kill­ 
ing Boyce is presented I ani positive 
that the story I shall tell will win me 
acquittal both by tho Jury and the 
public. 
It will win me sympathy. 
It 
is I who have suffered most. 
My act 
was justifiable/' 
The most sensational development 
was brought out when Sneed’s attor­ 
neys indicated that Al Boyce had bei n 
writing Mrs. Sneed in an effort to in­ 
duce her to elope with him for a sec 
ond time, and this time take Sneed's 
tw’o children with him.

W ashington, 
Sept. 
17.—T he 
chic 
place in the thoughts of officials of the 
w ar and sla te d ep artm en ts here i. 
held by rum ors of im pending desertion 
of the M adero governm ent by the Mex­ 
ican troops. 
R eports of an intended 
general uprising continue to reach 
W ashington, but nothing has yet been 
received to ind;cate that the predicted 
overturning has actually come to past. 
H enry I.ane Wilson, a m b assador to 
Mexico, reported to the sta te depart­ 
ment th a t conditions in Mexico City 
are serious and that he fears a strong 
anti foreign outbreak 
may occur at 
any moment. 
M adero’s nam e is being 
hooted in the public square, while the 
people cheer for Porfirlo Diaz. 
It was reported to the w ar d ep art­ 
m ent that G eneral Pascual Orozco, jr 
the present leader of the revolution in 
the north, is on this side of the bor­ 
der. 
Ko confirmation of this has been 
received, however. T he reports stated 
that he crossed at the head of a small 
band a fte r being driven from O jinaga 
A squadron of F n ited S tates cavalry 
is in pursuit of this band, of which 
Orozco is supposed to be a member. 
T he United States arm y officers at 
Marfa, T* 
however, have two m em ­ 
bers of Orozco’s family, his secretary 
and two of his staff officers in their 
custody. 
They have captured and are 
holding Pascual Orozco, sr., father of 
General Or**zco; Pedro Garcia Oroz 
co, uncle of General Orozco; Colonel 
Rafael Cordova, secretary to C en tral 
Orozco; 
Jo se 
Miguel 
Caballer and 
Crist fero Caballero of Orozco’s staff. 
T hese men will be held indefinitely 
until it is decided w hat shall be done 
with them. 
It is considered likely that 
they will he prosecuted for violating 
the neutrality statutes of the United 
States. 
G eneral Orozco himself, if 
captured, will probably be held for ex­ 
trad ite n to Mexico, when* the gov­ 
ern m en t is prepared to present charges 
j against him of a crim inal character.

Sixteen Students Excluded From 


High School Until They Sever 


Connections With Societies. 


ORDER READ AT NOON TODAY 


•School Board Takes Drastic Step 


Because of Recent Disclosures- 


Former Pact Violated. 


Sixteen high school students, four 


_girls and a dozen boys, will not be 
allowed to attend high school again 
until they have shown the city school 
board that they have resigned from 
the fraternity of which 
they are 


members. 
This afternoon the sis- 


teen students were not to be found 
at their desks in Graham high school. 


The pupils were suspended directly 


-after the intermission for dinner to- 
-day, when those who are members of 
.secret organizations in high school 
were requested to gather in Principal 
O. D. Tyner's office for a conference 
with the school officials. 


The order of the board was made 


at a meeting this morning. The dras- 
tic step was taken because it has 
been learned that members of the 
three fraternities in the high school 


• -here violated the pledge they signed 


last year. According to that agree- 
ment, no highjschool student was "to 
be connected with a "secret organiza- 
tion after March 
fifteenth. 
They 


were allowed some time to sever their 
•connections with the fraternities. 


J. T. Arbuckle, president of the 


school board, 
said this- afternoon 


that the decision had been reached 
l>eeause it had been learned that 
members of the fraternity had not 
lived up to the agreement. He said it 
had been discovered that not only did 
:some of the members in high school 
remain in the fraternity, but that new 
members from the high school stu- 
dent body had been taken in since the 
date set for the severance of rela- 
tions between high school pupils and 
fraternities. 


Prof. O. D. Tyner, principal of the 


high school read the order of the 
school board in the presence of the 
members of the board and the sixteen 
boys and girls who were suspended. 


Prof. Tyner said that he under- 


stood that the sixteen students were 
to be excluded from the high school 
until they showed, satisfactorily to 
the board, that they no longer be- 
.longed to any high school fraternity. 
What disposition 
of the 
trend of 


events the sixteen students will make 
5s not known. 


That the order of suspension, by 


the board came as a distinct surprise 
is believed to be the case. It -is said 
that the members of fraternities in 
the high school felt secure in their 
position, now that school had opened 
and everything was running along 
smoothly. It is understood that they 
felt even more secure from the fact 
at the opening of this year of school, 
they were given cards to sign in 
which they asserted that they were 
not members of any fraternity.. 


When the members of the school 


board learned that new members, 
students of the high school, were be- 
ing" taken into the- fraternities, they 
suspected that the pact was not be- 
ing kept by the high school pupils. 
Their investigation caused them to 
leam that sixteen high school stu- 
dents were just as much members of 
the fraternities as they ever were. 


Inasmuch as there is a law inTndi- 


nna in which it is provided that no 
nigh school pupil shall belong to _ 
fraternity or. any secret organization, 
in the student body, the board sel 
about to enforce it. 
The law has 


been enforced in other cities-in Indi- 


ana effectively. 
The school board 


took its first step in this direction 
last year when it requested that fra- 
ternity members in the high schoo 
sign an agreement to leave thei^ fra- 
ternity by March 
fifteenth:

Keeping Calm, 


SLAYEfULUMS JUSTIFICATION 


Millionaire Texan in Cell Gives Out 


Word That When He Produces Evi- 
dence That Boyce Was Preparing a 
Second Time to Take His Wife From 


Him, 
Both the Jury and the Public 


Will Acquit Him. 


Amarillo, Tex., Sept. 17.—Late yes- 


terday afternoon in the Potter county 
jail, John Beal Sneed, who shot and 
killed Ai Boyce on the street here Sat- 
urday afternoon, broke his silence. His 
statement was made just as the funer- 
al of young Boyce was being held. 
Sneed, between cigarettes, calmly de- 
clared: 


"There is no use in me discussing 


the shooting itself. The public knows 
all about that. Wh'en my trial for kill- 
ing Boyce^ is presented I am positive 
that the story I shall tell will win me 
acquittal both 'by the jury and the 
public. It will win me sympathy. It 
is I who have suffered most. My act 
was justifiable." 


The most sensational development 


was brought out when Sneed's. attor- 
neys indicated that Al Boyce had been 
writing Mrs. Sneed in an effort to in- 
duce her to elope with him for a sec 
ond time, and this time take Sneed's 
two children with him. The prison- 
er's lawyers declare that these letters 
will be placed in evidence at the trial. 
Boyce came here from Canada only a 
week ago, it is claimed, for the pur- 
pose of rejoining Mrs. Sneed, and thai 
•they were arranging to run away to- 
gether during the second trial of 
Sneed in Fort Worth for the killing o! 
Captain Boyce. The trial is scheduled 
to begin Xov. 11.

that there will be no armed conflkir 
between members and friends of t'.w 
Poyce and Sneed families.

Marconi Company Planning Enormous 


Wireless Stations. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 17.—The 


Marconi Wireless Telegraph compan> 
has secured 1,750 acres at Bolinas and 
Toiutles bay, about ten miles from San 
Francisco, for two wireless statioas 
on which will be erected transmitting 
and receiving stations of sufficien 
power to communicate direct with a 
station to be erected at Manila carry 
ing radio waves almost 7,000 miles. 


The Marccni company has acquired 


land for two similar wireless station 
at Honolulu, and structural work has 
already begun at island stations. 


When the San Francisco and Hono- 


lulu stations are completed there will 
be constant communication by wire- 
less between these two points.

waves will carry messages from San 
Francisco 
to Honolulu, to Manila, 


Singapore - and Bangalore, to Aden, 
thence through Egypt to London and 
New York.

ported to Be Extremely Critical, the 
Populace Turning From Man Whom 
They So Lately Acclaimed as Na- 
tional Hero and Cheering Old Man 
of Iron Hand Whom They Deposed. 


Washington, 
Sept. 17.—The chief 


place in the thoughts of officials of the 
war and state departments here is 
held by rumors of impending desertion 
of the Madero government by the Mex- 
ican troops. 
Reports of a-i intended 


general uprising continue to reach 
Washington, but nothing has yet been 
received to indicate that the predicted 
overturning has actually come to pass. 
Uenry Lane Wilson, ambassador to 
Mexico, reported to the state depart- 
ment that conditions in Mexico City 
are serious and that he fears a strong 
anti-foreign outbreak may occur at 
any moment.. Madero's name is being 
hooted in the public square, while the 
people cheer for Porfirio Diaz. 
' 


It was reported to the war depart- 


ment that Geueral Pascual Orozco, jr., 
the present leader of the revolution in 
the north, is on this side of tne bor- 
der. No confirmation of this has been 
received, however. The reports stated 
that he crossed at the head of a small 
band after being driven from Ojinaga. 
A squadron of United States cavalry 
is in pursuit of this band, of which 
Orozco is supposed to be a member. 


The United States army officers at 


Marfa, Tex., however, have two mem- 
bers of Orozco's family, his secretary 
and two of his staff officers in their 
custody. They have captured and are 
folding Pascual Orozco. sr., father of 
General Orozco; Pedro Garcia Oroz- 
co, uncle of General Orozco; Colonel 
Rafael Cordova, secretary to General 
Orozco; Jose Miguel Caballer and 
irisofero Cahallero of Orozco's staff. 
These men will be held indefinitely, 
until it is decided what shall be done 
•ith them. It is considered likely that 
:hey will be prosecuted for violating 
:he neutrality statutes of the Unite:! 
States. 
General Orozco himself, if 


captured, will probably be held for ex- 
tradition to Mexico, where the gov- 
ernment is prepared to present charges 
against him of a criminal character. 


Waited Until Danger Was Over. 
El.Paso, Tex.. Sept. 17.—El Tigre. 


an American mining camp in Sonora. 
captured Sunday by rebels, was re- 
lieved last evening by a hundred Mex- 
ican federal soldiers, but not until af- 
ter the rebels had looted the store and 
departed with $60,000 worth of gold 
bullion. 
The federals were within 


four milts of the town, but made no 
move to go in until messengers went 
out and informed them that the rebels 
had gone.
